GOOD ENOUGH!

Con mar, O., Oct. 15.— The proportions of 
the Republican victory in Ohio are altered some- 
what by the latest returns. The majority ov 
the State ticket will not be so large as was esti- 
mated last night, but the majority in the Legis- 
lature will be much larger. Calculations upon 
the returns up to this hour reduce Foster’s ma- 
jority to a littie below 20,000. The greatest Re- 
publican gains were made in the large cities and 
in the heavy manufacturing districts. These 
were the first to make their reports, and the 
calculations based upon them were mislead- 
ing. Summit County, for example, which 
contains the manufacturing city of Akron, made 
a Republican gain of nearly 1,000. The 
gain in Hamilton County was over 2,000. Gains 
like these maintained throughout the State 
would have run Foster’a majority up to 50,000, 
but the back counties . me 

DID NOT DO 80 WELL. 

In a num der of strong Democratic counties the 
Democrats actually made gains. It wili be 
days before the exact dimensions of the majori- 
ty can be determined, but it will be of a size to 
leave no doubt of its meaning. 80 far as the 
people of Obio are concerned, the election 


| of the Legislature is of vastly more import- 


ance than that of Governor. The Legislature 


practically governs the politics of Obio. With 


a majority in that body for the past two years 
the Democrats have been able to undo every- 
thing accomplished by the Republicans at the 
polis, and to hold the State while in a minority 
as firmly as if they hada majority of 50,000. 
It is this that makes the overwhelming victory 
on the legislative ticket so 
GRATIFYING TO THE REPUBLICANS. 
With the odds heavily against them they have 
wiped out a Democratic majority of 44 on joint 
ballot, and secured a majority of from 10 
to 16. The House has 114 members, 
fifty-eight being needed for a majority. 
The Republicans claim to have eiected 
sixty-eight. The Senate bas thirty-seven mem- 
bers, nineteen being required for a majority. 
The Republicans are certain of twenty-two, and 
think they will have twenty-four. This, under 
the disadvantages of a Democratic Legislative 
apportionment, is an unexpected victory. So 
confident were the Democrats that they had the 
Legislature fixed beyond the possibility of fail- 
ure, that all claims in that direction by Kepub- 
licans were scoffed at.

On the now absorbing Central Asiatic ques- 
tion Russian journals urge the Czar to extend 
his territory in Central Asia down to the Hin- 
doo-Koosb, and to secure Herat. 

On Monday last Count Schouvaloff, the Russian 
Ambassador, bad an ſuterview with Lord Salis- 
bury, when he was inetructed to broach the ques- 
tion as to an agreement respecting Afghanistan.

RUSSIA, 
THE ASIATIC EXPEDITION. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—The. Russian press is very 
impatient about the dearth of news from the 
Central Asian expedition, especially as no effort 
has yet been made to reconcile the apparent 
contradictions in two official reports of the 
action at Geok-tepe. Meanwhile a letter 
from ‘Tiflis, published in the Golos, says grave 
apprehensions are felt there for the safety of 
the expedition. The letter describes the invalid 
men arriving at Baker as being in a miserable 
plight, and says greataumbers have died of 
diphtheria and scorbuti disease, and that the 
medical arrangements ate inefficient. The truth 
about the Geok-tepe affair is gradually leaking 
out. The assault on the Dengil-tepe earth- 
works was made on the Plevna pattern, After 
an ineffectual cannonade, the Russians made a 
rush with fixed bayonets, but were repulsed, 
and retreated in disorder, The Turcoman 
cavalry, attacking the Russian flank 
and rear, created such confusion 
that, when the vanguard reached the main force 
in reserve, the latter was unable to stem the 
tide of retreat, and was itself compelled to re- 
tire forty wiles before order could be restored. 
According to private intelligence received in 
St. Petersburg the Russian loss is much greater 
than the official reports admit. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 15.—The British Am- 
bassador to Constantinople, just from Asia 
Minor, reports the condition of that country 
unsatisfacvory in consequence of the disagree- 
ments between European inspectors- and the 
Turkish officials and the bad administration of 
justice. :

„ m. at ‘Drews’ saloon, Centre street, Lowell. 
Mpat afternoon I took the 1:15 train for Lowell, 
and went to the Washington House. I regis- 
tered as G. B. Foster, took a walk around the 
city, and wept back to the hotel, where 
J remained all nicht. Next day, Friday, I 
walked around the city, and at 2 p. m., in Drew’s 
saloon, | met my aunt, Mies Abbie Towle, who 
bad then no knowledge of the murder. There 
we had dinner, after which I walked down to 
Middlesex depot, where I guess we were about 
an hour. I walked to her home and left her 
about 5 p. m. (I was with ber about three hours 
in all), and then went back to the hotel, where 
{ stayed all night. Next morning I saw in the 
Boston papers ap account of the murder, and 
took the 9:30 o’clock train for Boston. There I 
walked around the city, sat in the Common, and 
got dinner on Cambridge street, 1 took the 6 
o’clock train that evening for New York, arriv- 
ing in that city Sunday morning, going to the 
New Kugland House on Bowery. I wens about 
the eity a good deal Wedoesday night I lett 
New York for Boston, acrompau by an old 
chum whom I met in New York.” 

The remainder of the soaufession is a history 
of his wanderings up te the time of bis arrest, 
including the visit to Lowell, a second visit to 
New York for several days, and returning to 
Boston a week ago Monday; thence again to 
Lowell, where he was rob by bis chum while 
drunk.

The Ohio election has thrown bomb- 
shells right and left. One of these missiles 
has fallen among a coterie of gentlemen 
who, though heartily united in the struggle 
for Republican victory, will be divided as to 
the prize of the seat in the United States 
Senate that will be shortly vacated by Mr. 
Tuvaman. There is Secretary Sazrman, 
who, whatever aspirations he may have for 
the Presidency, will probably not be averse 
to taking his old place in the Senate if 
Garant or Buarye should carry off the bigger 
prize.

CONSEQUENCES OF THE OHIO ELECTION. 

There has never been a State election so 
important in its National bearings as the late 
Ohio election. California on one side of the 
Continent and Maine at the other extreme 
had already signalized the drift of popular 
sentiment as between the two parties which 
are contending for the control of the Gen- 
eral Government; it remained for Ohio, 
the great central State of the Union, to 
confirm the spread of this sentiment 
throughout the country or to leave it still 
in doubt. The Ohio election in 1875 made 
Hayes President, because he had carried 
that State by a majority of something less 
than 6,000 votes. Who can doubt that the 
present Republican majority of 25,000 or 
30,000 forecasts a proportionate Republican 
gain throughout the Union, when it was 
conceded @n both sides that this year’s elec- 
tion was the preliminary battle in the Presi- 
dential struggle? Aside from this general 
bearing upon the National election, there are 
certain things whieh are determined defini- 
tively by the election of Fosrzr and a Repub- 
lican Legislature. 

1. The status of Ohio in the Presi- 
dential election is fixed beyond all 
question. Ohio is no longer ofe of the 
doubtful States. It stands in the Republican 
line, no matter who the candidates may be. 
It is only a question how large the Repub. 
lican majority will in the Presidential 
election, and that alone can be determined 
by the party nominations. 

2. Two Presidential candidates—and per- 
haps four—on the Democratic side have been 
disposed of by this election. Both Ew: 
and THURMAN are now out of the way. Both 
were candidates in the late election,— Ewe 
a candidate for Governor and TaurMan a 
candidate for the United States Senate. 
They and their friends worked together, and 
both have demonstrated their inability to 
carry theirown State. That fact excludes 
them from the Presidential race. The Ohio 
election may also serve, though less directly, 
to kill off Hzwpntcns and IN.

In addition to the assured consequences of 
the Ohio election, there are other probable 
effects that are scarcely less important. 
Among these is the favorable influence which 
the decided victory will exert upon the elec- 
tions next month m New York and Peunsyl- 
vania, and upon the county elections in this 
and other States. Following close upon the 
Republican victories in Maine and Califor- 
nia, and contemporaneous with the large 
Republican gains in Iowa in spite of the 
conceded unpopularity of the Republican 
candidate for Governor in tag State, the 
tremendous majority in Ohio will gain thou- 
sands of votes for the party in all the other 
States where elections occur this fall. The 
result in Ohio will assist the development of 
the Independent movement in the South 
and infuse new life into the Southern Re- 
publicans, It is not now improbable that 
the South will fail in presenting a solid Dem- 
ocratic front in the next Presidential fight; 
it may be that the Republican majorities in 
two or three of the Southern States will now 
gain heart and show courage enough to as- 
sert their rights.

THE QUINCY RIVER-CONVENTION. 

A Convention met at Quincy, in this 
State, yesterday, to consider the needs of 
navigation on the Mississippi River and to 
memorialize Congress to take such measures 
and make such appropriations as may be 
needed, and which the Convention may sug- 


gest. 

It is not to be denied that the subject of 
river-navigation has lost much of the impor- 
tance to the whole country and to the river 
States that it had half a century ago. Then 
the rivers afforded the only cheap means of 


sengers, ‘The lands remote from the naviga- 
ble streams were cut off from the means of re- 
ceiving or shipping goods; then the citiés 
and towns on the rivers were the exclusive 
centres of business, and population gravi- 
tated to their neighborhood. During the 
last twenty-five years the railroad system 
has been ex westward; has crossed 
the Mississippi and the Missouri; has 
spread out a complete network all 
over Illinois, Minnesota, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Kansas, and is now 
penetrating every valley and canyon in Col- 
orado and New Mexico, and by no less than 
four routes is seeking the far-off Pacific 
Coast. Within a few brief years Lake Su- 
perior and the Columbia River will be con- 
nected by rail, and Lake Michigan, by the 
way of Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, and New 
Mexico, will be in daily commanication with 
Mazatlan on the west coast of Mexico. 
Texas and Louisiana and Tennessee and 
Arkansas have been brought into the great 
railroad system, and merchandise from Chi- 
cago now finds its way by rail to the Rio 
Grande, despite the grand water-ways on 
which, in times gone by, it was supposed 
the internal commerce of the country ex- 
clusively depended. Continuous railroads 
are now operated from Si. Paul and from 
Chicago to New Orleans and Mobile, though 
these railways are laid along the banks of the 
great rivers. Despite this revolution in the 
transportation business, despite the almost 
universal use of the railway and the neglect 
or abandonment of the rivers for commer- 
cial purposes, the préservation of the water- 
ways and their maintenance in a condition 
admitting their free use is a matter of too 
great importance to be overlooked. The 
Mississippi, Ohio, Missouri, Illinois, and 
their tributaries which traverse the South 
western States must of necessity be always 
of great value to the Nation, furnishing un 
ever ready and always available system of 
cheap highways from the points of production 
to the markets at which these productions 
have to be sold. The country cannot afford 
to so neglect these streams that they will 
fill up, become choked, and, while ceasing 
to be commercial highways, become dan- 
gerous and destructive hecause of overflow 
in seasons of rain and storms, thus becoming 
a menace and an injury instead of an aid 
and convenience to production. 

We have not seen any special program of 
the expected action of the Quincy Convention, 
but the general ends sought by the promoters 
of the Convention have become familiar to the 
country. Generally speaking, the friends of 
Western river-navigation propose a system of 
levees along the Mississippi River, and an 
indefinit extension of the jetty system. 
These are admitted to be costly improve- 
ments, covering a long period of years. The 
direct ends sought are the protection of the 
low lands by levees from overflow in seasons 
of high water, and the second the elevation 
of the water level in the river below New 
Orleans, by obstructing its free discharge. If 
the means of discharge or escape of water 
from the river were sufficient to carry off the 
water at all seasons, there would be no 
occasion for the expenditure of the millions 
necessary to levee the river banks. 
The water, instead of overflowing, would 

rash out, Naturally, the means to pre- 
vent an overflow would, if the present 
outlets be insufficient, be to increase the 
means of escape of water from the river by 
opening new outlets above the present mouth. 
This improvement, which would accomplish 
the end sought at a comparatively insignifi- 
cant cost, is, strange to say, objectionable, 
because it requires a small expenditure. The 
jetty system is one of great cost and of great 
profit, and as it, by backing up the water, 


transportation both for merchandise and pas- 


* 
‘to these proposed improvements, it is suffi- 
cient to say that the Conyention has for its 
primary object the obtaining of Oongres- 
sional legislation appropriating money, and 
in great sums, for certain internal improve- 
ments. Of course, to begin and then aban- 
don such improvements would be a profligate 
waste of money. To enter upon such works 
should include a purpose to push them to 
completion, which probably would involve an 
ultimate expenditure of several hundred 


millions of dollars. The object of the Con- 


vention, therefore, is to induce Congress to 
adopt this costly system of improvement and 
expenditure of taxes, and the Convention is 
expected by its promoters to furnish the 
country with a statement that shall make such 
action by Congress seem proper and not 
profligate.

“WHEN ROGUES FALL OUT” IN NEW 
YORK. 


Tuo political situation in the State of New 
York # no longer doubtful. The result of 
the Ohio election has settled it.

REFLECTIONS. 
THE RELATIVE VALUE OF WHITE AND RED MAN. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, . 

Curcago, Oct. 15.—Now, while Eastera piety 
is bearing the shock of Rose Meeker’s im#iety 
in stating that one ordinary white man is worth 
all the Indians, it is a good time to consid¢és the 
relative value of white and red men. If culture 
counts for anything, a white man ought sp be 
worth more than an Indian, even as a waith- 
spring is worth more than its weight in the ra 
metal from which it was made. * 

The world has long believed that one Galileo 
was worth a whole conclave of Bishops, that 
one Marlborough was of more vale En- 
gland than an army of common soldiers, and 
one Rawleich a whole fleet of sailors. Wetter 
Scott asserts that one blast upon one pugie- 
horn from ove pair of lips was worth a thou- 
sand men.“ Christians believe that one. Paul 
is worth several synagogs of Jews, and one 
Moody of more value than all the members of 
Ingersoll’s Ciacinnati. Convention; but still 
they will be shocked to have Miss Meeker et a 
higher value upon one soul than upon another, 
and the more shocked that she reverses the de- 
cision of American philanthropy. 

This bas long recognized a different valuation 
for white and red men; but the superior 
worth is held to be on the side of the latter: 

By the common law of England, on which 
our whole system of jurisprudence is founded, 
all the accessories to a murder are guilty of 
that murder, so that if one hundred men should 
conspire to kill one, and he ig killed by any one 
of them, in consequence of that conspiracy the 
entire hundred are murderers. Now, in J 
spring of 1862 the Sioux, in council, cons 
to murder their white neighbors; and, in con- 
quence of this conspiracy, they did actually. 

MURDER ONE THOUSAND PEOPLE. + „ 
When the whites captured them, instead of de- 
ciding that the entire tribe should die, or 
all that portion of it embraced in the eouneil, 
they proposed to confine the punishmést to 
those clearly proved to bare been activély en- 
gaged in carrying oug the decree of the 
The number condemned was three bun or 
one murderer for every three and a third, vie- 
tims; when Eastern Christianity cried in 
horror at the injustice of, punishing s¢ y; 
and compromised by permitting the exeggition 
of thirty-nine, who, in addition to murdér, uad 
been proved guilty of rape in its most Ptstial 
and fiendish form. : 

By this arrangement it was decided tft the 
lite of an Indian was so much more precious 
than that of a white man that, while this could 
be hanged for mere murder, that mast supple- 
ment this crime by one as Much worse as hell. is 
worse than earth; and while the old Bible law is 
a life fora life, and our common law all the 
guilty lives for one innocent, this moderna 
philanthropic statute was one murderer for every 
twenty-five or twenty-six victims. * 

Thus, by fair count, we flod that American 
Christianity counts one Indian worth, at least,. 
twenty-five white folks; and Rose Meeker has 
been rash in running athwart this well-consid- 
ered opinion of grave, and reverend, and pious 
men! Her rashness is all the more apparent 
from the fact that this estimate of the worth of 
Indians

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BRIDGE OR BORE? 


Meeting of the Committee to Investigate 
as to the Expediency of Bridging or Tun. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. : 

Drrnorr, Mich., Oct. 15.—The Commission 
composed of United States Engineers appoint- 
ed according to act of Congress to investigate 
the feasibility of bridging or tunneling the De- 
troit River had another long session to-day and 
this evening.

Whatever else is done at that Convention, 
why should they fail (as others have done) to 
unite upon and faithfully urge those practical

That is to say, the completion of a suitable 
connection between the great lake system 
and the Mississippi system via the III 
nois River and canal, and the clear-

manent and efficient system of work (as effi- 
cient as the lighthouse seryice),—so that men 
preposing to built and operate boats may know 
that these destructive impediments will be kept 
cleared away.

CASUALTIES. 


AND STILL ANOTHER.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 15.—A serious accident 
hapvened this morning on. the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway, at Greenville, a 
small station located at the Northern Ohio Fair 
Grounds, five miles east of this city. A west- 
bound freigut train had stopped there, its en- 
gine being unable to move the heavy load, and 
another freight train which came along en- 
deavored to push the first train, but its efforts 
were futile. Danger signals were hung out for 
the fast night express, which was due in this 
city at 6:35a.m. The engineer of the express 
train, however, was unable to see the 
signals, owg to 2 very heavy 
fog prevailing at the time, and 
bis train, which was moving at a rate of twenty- 
five miles an hour, dashed ‘nto the freight-traia 
with a fearful crash, demolishing the caboose 
and several freight-cars loaded with coal and 
merchandise, and wrecking also the engine of 
the passenger train and the mail and baggace 
cars. The car following the engine was a vostal- 
car, in which a gang of clerks were at work. The 
car was telescoped for about ten feet by the 
tender of the engine, and three of the clerks, 
W. M. Oliver, C. W. Jones, and Abram Miller, 
were caught in the debris, and were unable 
to extricate themselves, all being seriously in- 
jured about the legs and lower parts of the 
body. N. Hartman, engineerof the passenger 
train, and N. C. Smith, Train-Dispatcber, Erie 
Division Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railway, who was riding on the engine, were 
also injured, it is feared, incernaily. hare D. E.

The Various Pools in a Troubled 
Condition. 


After the Curbstone Agents 
York Investigation. 


THE EAST BOUND POOL. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads 
leading east from this city held their regular 
weekly pool meeting at the office of the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad yesterday 
moruing. There were present C. M. Gray, 
Assistant General Freight Agent Shore & 
Michigan Southern; C. R. Meidfum, Western 
General Freight Agent Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chieago; J. A. Grier, General Freight Agent 
Michigan Central; C. M. Wicker, Traffic Mau- 
ager Baltimore & Ohio; and D. T. McCabe, 
Division Freight Agent Pittsburg, Ciseinnati 
& St. Louis. 

The only thing done was the submission of 
statements showing the amount of business 
done by the various roads in the pool. The 
statements show that for the week 
euding Oct, II, the toatl 
shipped from Chicago by all roads was as 
lows: Michigan Central, 11,757 tons; 
Shore & Michigan Southern, I. 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, ; Pi 
burg, Cincinnati & 8t. Louis, 3,807 tons; Balti- 
more & Ohio, 7,878 tons. ‘The reason that these 
figures do not correspond with those contsiped 
in the Board of e statement published in 
Tun TRIBUNE last Sunday is due to the fact 
that the latter includes all the business ship- 
ped out of Chicago, whe the above only con- 
tains the amount of tonnage that went into the 
pool, namely: such as went to*points east of 
Salamanca, Dunkirk, Pittsburg, Buffalo, and 
other connecting points with the trunk lines.

Between all 
this turmoil and trouble the pool has about 
come to the en of its — — and a final collapse 
ishourly expected. Tus Tumors stated at the 
time of the formation of this pool that the pro- 
vision in the agreemcnt that the percentages of 
the roads in we pool for each must be 
upon the business done by the roads the pre- 
vious year must lead to trouble, if not a dis- 
ption, io less than three months, as such 
provision was a stimuius for the roads to com- 
pete against each other in order to show as 
large a tonnage ag possible toincrease their per- 
centages the foildwing year. 


REFORMING THE-PASSENGER BUS. 
IN E88, 

The Central Association of General Passenger 
and Ticket Agents will hold a meeting at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel io this city to-day for tne 
purpose of acting upon the agreement for the 
reformation of the passenger traflic recently 
adopted at Cincinnati by the Western Asso- 
ciation, which Tas Tammo has already 
published fa full. It is understood that a large 
number of the members of the’ Western Asso- 
ciation will be here and take part in the pro- 
ceedings, 

It becomes more evident that some decisive 
steps will have to be taken by the General 
Passeuger and Ticket Agents at once if a gen- 
eral war on east-bound passenger rates is to be 
avoided. From this point the rates have been 
fairly maintained, but from St. Louis, Indian- 
apoiis, and other Southwestern points they are 
being badly cut. 

it is not believed by a number of Toads that 
an agreement like the one drawn up at Vincin- 
nati will stop the troubles, as thete have been 
any amount of such agreements entered into 
during ‘the last tew years, and they 

all broken aimost as soon as 
made. As long as some of the roads insist 
on paying coumissions for the sale of tickets to 
agents and scalpers, others will be compelied 
either to do the same or to cut the rates in or- 
der to keep even, and no agreement can prevent 
this. The only effective remedy for the troubles 
lu the passenger business is believed to be the 
pooling of the earnings from the passenger 
busipess on the same pian as the freight busi- 
ness is pooled, and ap effort to obtain this end 
will no doubt be made at to-day’s meeting. 


CURBSTONE AGENTS. 

About six months ago the railroads centering 
in this city agreed not to allow agents or runners 
inside their respective depots. Most of the men. 
thus employed by the railroads were not dis- 
charged, but were placed on the sidewalks 
of Clark and other principal streets to induce 
Grangers and travelers o buy tickets 
at the Offices of their respective companies, 
These men bave since operated principaliy in 
front of the various scalping-offices, greatly to 
the annoyance of the scalpers, who bave ever 
since been meditating upon a plan to rid them- 
selyes of these unwelcome ornaments. All 
efforts, however, to dislocate them have failed, 
and now they have invoked the aid of the police 
to keep these *“‘curbstOne agents off the side- 
walks. ‘They in luced a number of people doing 
business along Ciark street to join them in a 
petitign to the Mayor, in which these men are 
denounced as muisances, and he is requested 
to instruct the police to keep them 
off the sidewalks. it is understood 
that the Mayor has instructed the police 
not to allow the “‘curbatone agents’’ to operate 
on the public streets, whereat these agents are 
greatly alarmed. They deciare, however, that 
they will brave the storm, come what may, and 
that the police have no right to arrest them for 
simply walking up and down the streets as 
long as they are not guilty of a breach of the 


peace. 


NEW YORK INVESTIGATION. 

The New Torx Assembly Committee on Rail- 
road Management held a short session Satur- 
day.

It was a mistake for the company of Miss Mary 
Anderson to appear in The Lady of Lyons 
yesterday afternoon, for not, only did the lack 
of rehearsal, obvious enough, damage the repu- 
tation of the troupe, but their shortcomings 
were seriously detrimental to the acting of the 
star. No matter how good her personation was, 
no matter with what delicacy, intensity, sym- 
pathy, and meanmg she rendered Bulwer’s 
heroine, her efforts were marred by the ineffi- 
clency around her.

We are often told that they would 
rather vary their repertoire, and in rapid aue - 
cession play a number of roles, than 
confine themselves to one or _ two 
characters, believing that by change 
they can act better. Possibiy they are right; 
but the rank and file of the organizations of 
which thev are the bead are not so well disci- 
plined. When objection is taken nowadays to 
the production of five or six legitimate plays in 
as many days at one theatre the objector is gen- 
erally reminded that in the old days this sort of 
thing was the rule. Well, soit was; but then 
actors and actresses were accustomed to inter- 
pret standard works, and, besides, critical taste 
was not so exacting. Of late years what are 
known as “legitimate” players have become 
ecarce; they have drifted into modern work, and 
do without proper preparation we can scarcely 
expect to receive anything like an uate rep- 
resentation of the classic drama. iu sucha 
work as The Lady of Lyons,“ however, the 
story and the character are so little above the 
plane of everyday life, and the business of each 
individual has been sv well defined, that there 
is little excuse for bad acting on the part of the 


chief performers. 
Notwithstanding the inferior support, it was 
plain that Miss Anderson's Laune possesses 
many merits, elthough the role is not fitted to 
show her qualities to the best advan From 
her the character bas the advantage of youta 
and grace; but she ys with a vigor and av 
intensity which lifts it from its domestic vlaue 
and places it almost on a tragic level.

THE REV. DR. ALGER MAY GO THERE. 

Ever since Dr. Qollyer, to the regret of ali, 
left Unity Church, and, reversing the order of 
things, went eastward, there bas been continual 
speculation as to who would fill his vacant 
pulpit. There have been all sorts of wild rumors 
on the subiject,—rumors which hadn’t even the 
shadow of truth, —oue, for instance, that Dr. 
Thomas was going to sever his connection with 
Centenary Church and bis old creed, and enter 
another denomination and another pulpit. While 
people who kuew nothing about the matter bave 
been making these reckless guesses, the Church 
Board, however, have been casting around them 
to find a suitable person for the church, and are 
meditating whether they will accept a proposi- 
tion which will secure them one of the ablest 
ministers of their Church iu this countrv. 

Two years ago the Rev. William R. Alger, 
one of the leading divines of Boston, was com- 
pelled by ill-heaith to leave the East and go to 
Colorado, where he has since resided. ‘There he 
has regained the strength which he was losing 
in Bost:.n, and it is betieved that the climate of 
Chicago would not exert upon him the same in- 
jurious effect as did that of the sea coast. 

THE PROPOSITION Walon HAS BEEN MADE 


is that Mr. Alger shall come here to become the 
pastor of Unity Church, and preach there every 
Sunday morving except, of course, during the 
ordinary vacation season.

GERMAN NATIONAL. 
THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Buckner of Missouri, Lounsbury of New 
York, and Price of lowa, who have come to 
Chicago to investigate the management of the 
defunct German National Bank, did nothing 
yesterday, owing to the detention at home of 
Mr. Buckuer, be not reaching the city until 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. They will, however, 
begin their task in Parlor O, Paimer House, this 
morning, when Mr. Edmund Juessen is to ap- 
pear and give the Serreant-at-Arms who ac- 
companies them (Mr. Potts)a list of the wit- 
nesses. These include Receiver Flower, Bank- 
Examiner Washburn, Peter Scbuttler, 
Charles Mechelke, Mr. Sues, F. Madiever, and 
George I. Weber, and several other 
stockholders. It is expec that 
the subpenas will be served so that the 
taking of testimony can commence at 2 o’clock. 
It is believed the session will be public, but that, 
however, has not yet been definitly settled. 
Even ug sessions may be beld, as it is under- 
stood that the Committee desire to finish their 
work this week. 

This Committee, as will perhaps be remem- 
bered, was appointed at the instigation cf Mr. 
Juessen, who presented @ petition ask.ug for it 
to the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, ard the object of the inquiry is to ascer- 
tain whether enough has been heretofore shown 
to Controller Koox to make it his duty 
to commence criminal proceedings against the 
officers of the bank, Mr. Juessen claiming that 
traud ou their part @s sbown by the report of 
Mr. Washburn, to say nothing of the other evi- 
dence presented to the Controller. The latter 
did order the Solicitor of the Treasury to com- 
meuce criminal proceedings, but the order was 
countermanded by the Attorney-General, who 
held that the Solicitor had no jurisdiction. The 
stockholders of the bank want Heury Greene- 
baum presecuted, but do not wish to bear the 
expense, believing that it is the duty of the 
Government to take the initiative. 

The connection of Mr. Flower with the bank 
in the capacity of attorney before the failure 
will also be gone into, with a view to securing a 
modification of the law in regard to Receivers. 
It is alleged among other things that Flower & 
Abercrombie were paid $350 for securing or ad- 
vising the appointment of Mr. Flower as Ke- 
ceiver.. The composition advised by the firm is 
also to be overhauied,—in fact, the affairs of 
une bank from beginn to the end, and what 
bas been done by Mr. Flower as Receiver, will 
be gone into.

THE CIGARMAKERS, 
APPOINTMENT OF A COMMITTEE. 

The Cigarmakers’ Union held a special meet- 
ing at Romer’s Hall, 45 North Clark street last 
evening. The object of the meeting was the 
appointment of a committee to meet the Cigar 
Maoufacturers’ Committee appointed at the 
meeting Iuesdav afternoon. 

Mr. C. H. Caimer, President of the Executive 
Committee, occupied the chair. 

Mr. Hempke arose to contradict. the allegation 
made by Louis Cohn, to the effect that men in 
his employ had earned $11 per week on $5 jobs. 
Cohn had also said that this fact migbt be 
proven upon an examination of his books. The 
speaker was io favor of accepting this offer, as 
he knew that it could not possibly be so. He 
wanted es committee appointed to see the bosses, 
and ask for an exam!nation of their books, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the profits on their 
work, as he believed that they could well afford 
to increase their wages. : 

Mr. Hempke’s suggestion was passed over, 
and the election of a committee of five, to con- 
fer with the bosses, Was proceeded with. Frank 
Hurd, Henry Steele. Sam Goldwater, William 
Bichler, and William Bedding were elected to 
serve ou this Committee. 

Ihe Committee was instructed to take what- 
ever action they saw fit, but to make no com- 
promise whatever. 

The Louis Cobo matter was taken up again 
and discussed at some length. It was alleged 
by one individual that Cohn had a set of books 
prepared for inspection, and that the men 
would be unable to tell how much the bosses 
made. It was finally decided to let Cohn’s 
books alone. 

All the men out on a strike were called upon 
to come forward and put down their names, 
stating whether they were in peed or not. Sev- 
eral had been sent to Milwaukee, but had re- 
turned, and they were called upon to make an 
expianation to the Committee. 

The Special Committee were ordered to ro- 
port at 85 Dearborn street to-day at 2 o’clock. 

It was decided to probvibit the cigarmakers 
working witn bunchmakers.“ 

The time of the next meeting was left to the 
Special Committee, and this Committee was 
granted the right to change the bill of prices as 
they saw fit after their meeting with the bosses. 


THE REESE ESTATE. 
LITIGATION OVER irs PARTITION. 

When rich men die they almost invariably 
leave a lawsuit for the amusement of the heirs. 
It is great picking for the lawyers, who scent 
the quarry from afar. The most recent case is 
the contest over the estate of the late Michael 
Reese, who was one of the richest Israelites on 
the Pacific slove. When be died he left abso- 
lute bequests of $100,000 each to his sisters, 
Mrs. Jacob Rosenberg, Mrs. Rosenfeld, and Mrs. 
Frank; $50,000 apiece to his half sisters, Mrs. 
Cohn and Mrs. Weinmann; and the same 
amount to each of his three nieces, Hannah Gola- 
smith, Carrie Monheimer, avd Rosa Fuller. 
After making some other bequests, he devised 
the residue of bis property, if there were any, 
to be divided pro rata among the eight persons 
named. The executors, one of whom 
is Mr. Jacob Rosenbe of Chicago, con- 
strued the “pro rata” clause to mean 
in proportion to the specific bequests to the 
eigat beneficiaries. Some of the latter took a 
different view, and insisted that they were en- 
titied to one-eighth each. Failing to reach an 
agreement, the matter was taken to one of the 
courts in San Francisco. Eminent legal talent 
was retained oa both sides, and a few days ago, 
when the case came up for hearing, ponderous 
arguments and voluminous citations were made. 
Yesterday a telegram was received from Sap 
Francisco, stating that the Court had affirmed 
the division made by the exXecutors,—two- 
elevenths to each of the full sisters and one- 
eleventh to each half-sister and niece. It is 
stated that an appeal will be taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the State on behalf of the con- 
testants. 


REVIEW AT FORTRESS MONROE, 

Fortress Monroxr, Oct. 15.—This afternoon 
Gen. Getty, commanding the post, and staff 
visited Secretary Tnompson on board the Talla- 
pooea, and were received with the customary 
salute. At 3 o’clock preparations were made to 
land the naval brigade, about 1,200 strong. The 
fleet consisted of thirty boats and five steam 
launches. They formed in line and moved to 
the shore at the top of their speed,—a most 
beautiful sight. ‘he brigade formed under 
Capt. 8. B. Lace, and, headed by the Marine 
Band, marched into the fort. ‘The Tallapoosa 
came to the dock, and the officers of tue garri- 
son paid the Secretary a visit, when he took 
Gen. Getty’s carriage and drove to the parade 
ground.

IMPERIAL INFAMY. 


How Women Are Tortured for Teaching 
Russian Peasant Children to Read, 
Correspondence London Telegraph. Oct. 2. 

Another terrible narrative of the atrocities 
perpetrated by the Russian police authorities 
under cover of the “state of slege has just 
reached us from Geneva, where a journal is 
published in the Russian language called the 

Obschischeje Djelo, and edited by Michael 

Dragomanow, an ex-Professor of the Kiew Uni- 

versity. This paper, although inscribed in 

the Russian Expurgatorius, finds its way 
across the frontier in spite of that circumstance 
with the utmost regularity. In its issue of the 
24th ult. it prints a lengthy statement made by 

Olimpiada Kaifero, formerly a provincial school- 

mistress in Russia, detailing the manner of her 

treatment at the hands of the “Third Section.“ 

Early in the vear 1877 Mile. Kaffero opened 

a school in the district of Wyschnyi-Wolotschok, 

belonging to the Twer Government, and taught 


the peasant children for two consecutive vears 


without exacting anv school fee from their 


parents. On the 16th of last June she was ar- 
rested without apy previous warning and 
thrown into prison. Her narrative from this 
date may best be recountedin herown words. 
She writes as follows: 

After I bad lain for a few days in the jail of 
Wyscbpyi-Wolotschok, the Governor of Twer, 
Sorow, entered my ceil one morning and ac- 
quainted me with the cause of my arrest and 
imprisoument. According to his statement, my 
offenses consisted in having im instruc- 
tion to peasant children, which is only permitted 
to male teachers, and in having fifteen years ago 
been seen in a boat with several students. For 
having committed these crimes it was the in- 
tention of the authorities to send me across the 
frontier. From Wyschoyi-Wolotschok I was 
couveyed to St. Petersburg, where I remained 
for a whole week in jail. Thence I was, trans- 
— by rail with flity other prisoners to Wilna. 

rom the Wiloa railway station we were all 
marched late at night to the prison, where, ad- 
mission being refused to us on account of the 
lateness of the hour, we were compelled to 
stand all night long in an open court-yard under 
incessant torrents of rain. Next day we were 
led into a totally dark corridor and subjected to 
an examination of our clothes and persons. The 
womén, of whom I was one, were searched and 
stripped by gendarmes, who committed the vilest 
atrocities upon us. Whep any one of us ven- 
tured to protest against Meir abominable out- 
rages sue was struck and kicked with such 
brutal violence that blood followed the blow 
and kicks. This so-valied visitation of the 
women lasted several hours, amid the 
laughter and mockery of the soldiers. I fell 
into a deep swoon uuder their atrocious cruel- 
ties, and when I came to my senses | found my- 
self lying on the stone floor, between two fallen 
womeo imprisoned tor theft, who were doing 
their best to revive and comfort me in my afflic- 
tion. Shortly afterwards we were handcuffed 
and carried off to Kowno, where we were re- 
ceived at the Female Penitentiary by the Jail 
Matron, Pavloyna, whose first greeting to us 


was a furious threat to smash all our teeth in 


should we venture to attempt either to read or 
write a word while in ber prison. ‘There I 
remained a whole week long, among con- 
victs, murderesses, and thieves. We got 
scarcel anything to eat. At last I 
fei ul from the sheer exhaustion of 
hunger. Seeing my miserable condition, one 
of my fellow-vrisoners gave me a morsel of 
bread, but was.espied in the act of so doing by 
the matron, who rushed at me and abused me 
in such language as you would scarcely expect 
to hear from a drunken moujik. At the expira- 
tion of this horrible week we were again hand- 
cuffed and marched off from Koso on foot. 
A threé-days’ march in frightfully bad weather 
brought us to Marianpol. My feet were coy- 
ered with wounds, my shoes full of blood. 
During the journey I had repeatedly complained 
of my sufferings to oar escort, and piteously 
ed to be allowed to rest, as I could go 
n@tarther. Their Gly answer was, we 
must arive you, you——!’ At Marianpol I was 
taken to the station-master, as I couid hardly 
stand, that he migbt decide whether I should 
proceed on foot or be sent on by rail. I showed 
him my bleeding feet, and implored his mercy. 
All he said phe Lou have managed to walk for 
three days, an ou will bare to hold out for 
the fourth.’ On the fourtn day we reached 
Wolkowyeki, more dead than alive, whence we 
were to be conveyed across the frontier into 
Prussia. Meaowhile they locked us up in a 
guard-house, men and women, all in one room. 
There was néither bench nor stool,—no, not 
even a wisp of straw to lie down upon. We 
had to stretch ourselves out, all together, as 
best we might, on the damp and flithy 
clay floof. The stench and vermin were 
intolerable, quite beyond description. 
During the night they turned in 
among us all the prostitutes picked up by the 
police in the public streets, as well as drunok- 
ards, thieves, and a stark-naked madman. 
Some of the prisoners at once commenced 
worrying and irritating this unfortunate lunatic, 
who began to foam at the mouth, and struck 
out in every direction, knocking us about with 
the most savage fury. From this den of in- 
concei rage horrors 1 contrived get a letter 
conveyed to Gen. Gourko, who promptly sent 
an order to the Prison luspector that I was to 
be forthwith transported to the Prussian fron- 
tier. At Evdtkuhnen I was handed over to the 
Prussian police, who at once set me at liberty. 
I traveled straight to Paris, and then to Geneva, 
where I slowly recovered my health, and now 
write this mv miserable story.“ 
it should be remembered that Mile. Kaffero’s 
case is but a common one, of which the worid 
would, however, have never heard had the goal 
of her cruel journey been Siberia instead of the 
German frontier. Thousands of gently-nur- 
tured women have undergone the torments sbe 
complains of, ruthlesiy inflicted gpon them on 
their road to the Russian penal settlements by 
the savage functionaries of Czar Alexander. 
But their cries of distress have never reached 
civilized ears. Once hound to the mines they 
are beard of no more by any who knew them 
ere they fell victims to the most brutal and 
merciless despotism that has ever disgraced 
humanity.

Shelley, of Alabama, wants for the Blank 
Railroad Company, which is to run between 
unknown termini; nor does it include the uu- 
known sum which Mr. Reagan, of Texas, de- 
sires to bestow at the rate of about $15.000 a 
mile on the San Antonio & Mexican Border 
Railroad Company, nor the $10,000 a mile which 
Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, desires to grant to un- 
known miles ot Texas Pacific Railroa is. 

From Dec. 3, 1877, to March 26, 1878, the pri- 
vate claims for the benefit of the South covered 
by bills and petitions offered in Congress 


- amounted to $10,247,798. From the latter date 


to March 3, 1879, the amount of Southern claims 
represented in private bills as ascertained and 
estimated was, in the House, $2,030,983; in the 
Senate, $684,859; total, $2,715,942; which. add- 
ed o the amount brought in beſore March 26, 
1878, makes $12,963,735. 

In the brief extra session of the Forty-sixth 
Congress, 
Forty-fitth Congress had refused to do its duty. 
the greedy South again thrust itself forward 
and demanded “more.” in the House, the 
bills offered for internal improvements ia the 
South called for 882,355,000. A good many of 
these, it is true, were old bills which had been 
offered in the Forty-fifth Congress, and which 
were now revived; but among them were new 
dilis which call for about $110,000,000 in round 
numbers. In the Senate, the new pills for in- 
ternal improvements in the South foot up about 
$10,000,000. The new “relief” bilis for the 
benefit of the South brought iu at the extra 
session amounted, in the House, to about $50,- 
000.000; in the Senate they amounted to at least 
$700,000 more. It appears, therefore, that the 
total amount demanded by the Solid South at 
the extra session is not less than 5170, 700.000.

Apotner of the favorit measures of the Con- 
federates in Congress is that to pension the sur- 
vivors of the Mexican, Florida, Seminole, Creek, 
and Cherokee*wars, and the widows of those 
who are dead.

These 
bills bave, of course, been referred to the 
Committee on Pensions in each House, and, as 
these Committees are constituted, there is 
no doubt of a favorable report. According to 
an Official estimate it will require $5,362,864 to 
pay the pensions of the survivors of the wars 
named the tirst year, saying nothing of pensions 
to widows. If the measum® is carried it will 
cost probably not less than $60,000 

The Confederates as vet can see nv way to 
get rid of the amendments to the Constitution 
adopted after the Rebellion. Those amena- 
ments are doubly obnoxious because they are 
not only war measures,“ but they maintain 
the imegrity of tne public debt and forbid the 
payment of money for sia; es emancipated, : The 
Confederates doubtless teel that che y haye done 
ail they can do directly at present to uulliſy 
those amendments at the South. They there- 
fore seek to evade the probibition to pay for the 
loss of slave property. Hence we find bills by 
the hundred to appropriate money for the im- 
provement of Southern rivers and harbors. 
There is no restraint upon these demands. 
There is nothing small or #hame- 
faced about a Southern statesman 
when he brings in ove of these bills. He pleads 
the depths of poverty, but beg with the com- 
Handing air of a Comanche Chief: and he is 
quite willing to accept anything granted, 
whether it be a gift of tents to sheiter the 
militia of his State or 860,000,000 for an inchoae 
ship canal company. 

Among the smaller relief bills introduced 
one is struck by the number for the relief of 
suretics on bonds where persons have beev held 
for trial for violation of the Internal-Reveuue 
laws and have forfeited their bail. Occurrences 
of this kind appear 10 be quite frequent, and 
about as often a Southern Representative or 
Senator steps forward witha bill to iaemnify 
the sureties. ‘The Government is asked to 
make good the bail forfeited by escaping offend- 
ers against its laws. Astudy of the following 
schedule of bills offered in Congress since March 
15 and 23, 1878, will be of some interest, and will 
show in detail the items which go to make up 
the startling total set down elsewhere.

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 12.—Dr. Alonzo Garce- 
lon, the only Democratic Governor Maine has 
bad for a generation, is personally pleased when 
he is reminded that after the Ist ot next Jauu- 
ary he will be at liberty to give dis whole time 
to his profession. Making a diagnosis of a case 
is far more enjoyable business to him than sit- 
ting in the Executive chair. He recently ex- 
pressed himself to the writer as entirely satis- 
fied with the honor and position that one term 
as Governor of Maine had given him. 

The fact is, he said, a man can hardly 
afford to be Governor. ‘They have cut down the 
salary to $1,500 a year, and I doubt if 1 couid 
serve on that without positive loss. 

Lou did not expect to become Governor of 
Maine when you were-nominated, it is said.“ 

„Ot course not. No Democrat has had the 
slichtest chanee for twenty-five years.

He 
was greatly interested in the dissensions of the 
Democracy of New York, and seemed fearful 
that the soft money tendencies of the Ohio Dem- 
ocrats migat result in their defeat.

THE AUDIPHONE 


Tested at the Indiana Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb with Satisfactory Results—A 
Wonderful Instrument, by Means of Which 
the Deaf Hear and the Dumb Speak. 

Indianapolis Journal, Oct. 13. 

Although this is not the age of miracles, it 
must be retorded that on Saturday evening last 
a very wonderful occurrence was witnessed by a 
party of ladies and gentlemen gathered in one 
of the parlors of the Institution for tne Deaf 

nd Dumb. Literally “the dumb spoke and 
the deaf heard,’’ and this without the perform- 
ance of any miracle, the aid of any legerdemain 
or mysterious incantation. It seemed simple 
enough, when the feat had been accomplished, 
and yet twelve months ago it could not have 
been done,—had indeedjbeen scarcely dreamed 
of as a possibility of the dim distant future. 

The scene on the occasion referred to was, it 
need hardiy be said, novel and deeply interest- 
ing. Only a few persons were invited to witness 
it, and included in the select company was 
a Journal representative. The object was 
to test the value of the sewly-ifvent- 
ed audiphone to persons who for 
the greater part of their life have been both 


deaf and speechless. Mr. Richard S. Rhodes, 


the inventor, was present to superintend the 
test, wliich was the more intensely interesting 
because it was the first time that the new instru 


ment had been introduced to the pupils of any 
institution deyoted entirely to the education of 
deaf mutes. 

Before describing the test it may be well to 
state for the information of the uninformed 
reader that the audipbone is an instrument 
of peculiar composition, made in the shave of 
a fan, which possesses the property of gather- 
ing the faintest sounds (somewhat similar to a 
telephone diaphragm), and conveying them to 
the auditory nerve through the medium of the 
teetb, the external ear having nothing to do in 
hearing with this wondertul instrament. To 
aid in the experiment with the pupils, a cabinet- 
organ was brought in use—for the first time, it 
is understood, in the history of the institution, 
—and a class of girls, varying in age from 12 to 
18, were provided with audiphones. One by 
one the children were taken close up to the or- 
gan, which was played by one of the lady teach- 
ers, and were asked whether, with the use of 
the instrument, they could distinguish any 
sound, and it so whetherany difference in sounds 
was noticeable. 

A bright tittle girl of 10 or 12 vears was the 
first to whom the test was applied. She had 
not heard her own voice or distinguished any 
sound ior a number of years, and was regarded 
as stone-deaf and sreechless. She had not 
listened more than a minute when her features 
hgbted up with a smile which told the whole 
story. It was not that the music was sweet and 
pleasing,—the child’s uncultured sense of hear- 
ing knew nothing of sweet or harsh sounds,— 
but it was # revelation to her to hear at all. 
When asked whether the organ music appeared 
all one tone, her reply in the mute language 
was that she could distinguish what seemed to 


‘her different sounds: and that fact was all that 


needed to be established at the first experiment. 
Several other children listened, and with the 
aid of the audiphone reported like results, some 
hearing less distinctly than others, but all being 
able to distinguish some sound when the organ 
was piayed, and noticing the difference when it 
suddenly ceased. Some of the older scholars 
and afew of the teachers then experimented 
with the use of the instrument, until about 
twenty had tried it. Only one, a male teacher, 
reported unfavorably, and in his case it was ad- 
mitted that the auditory verve was entirely de- 
stroyed, rendering it impossible for any me- 
chanical appliance to be available or useful. 

Itisa theory of the inventor of the audi- 
phone, and is indeed a well authenticated scien- 
tific tact, that speech depends upon hearing; in 
other words, that deaf people are dumb because 
they cannot regulate or distinguish the differ- 
ences of sound by hearing their own voice. An 
experiment was therefore tried with a view of 
inducing a young lady who had not uttered ap 
intelligible sound since she was quite young to 
speak herown name and some other words. 
Sue had been listeuing with the aid of the au- 
dipbone, for several minutes to others talking, 
hut when asked to say something herself she 
was Very reluctant, and explained in the sign 
language that ehe did not like, because she 
would only make some hideous sound, which 
would make her appear ridiculous. Ey entually, 
however, she was inducea to make the effort, 
and although she spoke quite low, being ner- 
vous and atraid to talk loud, she heard ber own 
voice quite distinctly. The joy which the young 
lady feit at this g. discoverv cau be imagined 
better than it can be described. 

Another test applied was to repeat two or 
three letters of the allabet to the deaf mutes. 
who were asked if they could diatinguish the 
difference in sound between a, “i,” and 
“ab.” Simple as this may seem to 
who have always had fuil enjoyment of 
the senses of speech and hearing, it was as diffi- 
cult to the deaf mutes as it would be for an 
ordinary mortal to teil at first hearing the dif- 
ferent shades of meaning attached to the mul- 
tipheity of vowels in the Fiji language. Excevt

IS COTTON STILL KING? 


Comparative Results of Slave and Free La. 
bor—The Cotton Crop of the World—Its 
Cost and Uses. 5 
To the Editor of the New York Tribune: In 

the year 1861 a pamphlet was written by the un- 

dersigned upon Cheap Cotton by Free La- 
bor,“ in which attention was called to the ex- 
cessive cost of slave labor and the economic 
failure of the system of slavery. An instructive 
chapter in our industrial history might well be 
written at the present time under the title of 

“ Cheap .Labor and Free Cotton.” It will be 

more consistent with the space that the columns 

of a newspaper afford to submit a statement of 
facts and a few questions. 

The crop of cotton of 1878 ana 1879 was the 
largest ever raised. The ten cropsof 1852 to 
1861, inclusive, being the last crops raised by 
slave labor, numbered 34,905,440 bales. The 


ten crops of 1870 to 1879, inclusive, being the ten 
last crops raised by free labor, numbered 41. 
454,743 bales. The excess of the ten years of 
free labor amounts to 6,459,303 bales. The 
value of the ten last crops, of which about two- 
thirds have een exported, has been nut less 
than 82.500, 000, 00, and-has probably amounted 
to $3.000, 000, 000. The increase is progressive, 
the excess of the five last crops over the five crops 
immediately preceding the War been 
8,932,415 bales. 

It was formerly alleged and currently believed 
that the free negro would not and that the white 
man could not work in the cotton-field. Who, 
then, raised these last crops? If it is the negro. 
who bas done the most of this work, then is he 
not the financial power of this land by whom 
specie payment has been restored? ‘The negro 
population of the South, which may have dimin- 
ished or kept stationary in point of numbers 
during the first few years of freedom, in which 
they were adjusting themselves to the care of 
their own families, is now rapidly increasing. 
The improved methods of cultivation and the 
use of various kinds of manure have caused the 
crop of cotton of the more northern cotton 
States to mature about one mont earlier, have 
made it more capabie of withstanding droaght 
aud worms, and have greatly improved its 
quality. 

If the cost of labor be measured by its effect- 
iveness as well as by the measure of the money 
with which it is paid, is there any place in the 
world where so effective an amount of manual 
labor can be procured at so little cost as in the 
employment of negroes upon the cotton-fields 
of the South? The price of bacon and corn 
gauges the cost of cotton. Eaten together they 
are digestible and nutritious,—eaten separately, 
— otherwise. They constitute the food that 

xe negro field-hand freely chooses. Three and 
one-half pounds of bacon, one peck of meal, and 
one quart of molasses or sirup constitute the 
week’s ration of an adult man or a woman. 
This ration has been lately and can now be sup- 
plied at a cost of 38 to 42 cents per week, or six 
cents or less per day. The g lot of sweet pota- 
toes and fish from the ponds and rivers serve 
for the rest. 

The South then possesses the control of a crop 
which commands the gold of the world, and a 
force of laborers more easily and effectively di- 
rected by those who manage them with justice 
and tact than can be found elsewhere. Are 
not these forces more potent than 
bayonets of the North or the shotguns 
of the South? Can States capable of produc- 
ing this crop, which is now or is rapidly becom- 
ing salable surplus, permit their laborers to be 
abused or cheated? Will not one State present- 
ly tind its owa interest in keeping the peace by 
its own Constables, assuring justice by its own 
courts, and promoting economy and turift by its 
own methods, and will not such action compel 
neighboring States to go and do likewise? 

The wor!d’s crop of cotton is now equal to ten 
to twelve million bales of the average weight of 
American cotton, probably the latter. Of this 

uantity five million bales are raised in the 
United States, and between six and seven mill- 
fon bales are spun and woven upon machinery 
contained in large factories in Europe and Amer- 
ica. The rest is spun and woven oy hand, and 
there is probably a larger portion fof the pDOp- 
ulation of the globe still insufficiently clothed 
in hand-made goods than are clothed in those 
furnished by the factories of- Europe and Amer- 
ica combined. The average work of one opera- 
tive working one year in Lowell will supply the 
anuual wants of 1,600 fully clothed Cninese or 
3,000 partly clothed East Indians. No country 
in the world, except Egypt, produces any 
substantial quantity of cotton so well adapted 
to work upon modern machinery as that of the 
Southern States. 
mains to be conquered by cotton and commerce. 
To the cotton-fields and factories of the United 
States will not the iacrease surely come as com- 
merce slowly but surely opens the way? 

The whole cotton-crop of the world could be 
raised on a section of Texas less than one- 
twelfth of its area; or could be divided between 
any two of the other principal cotton States 
without exhausting one-half of their good 
lands, or it could all be raised on less than one- 
half the Indian Territory that is not vet occu- 
pied at all. Are not these the forces to which 
Southern politicians must vield or by which 
they will be destroyed? Will not free labor and 
the spelling-book presently bury the misrepre- 
sentatives of the lost cause in obscurity? 
Are not the Southern leaders of the tuture to 
be those who are now perceiving that these 
forces are in action and preparing to guide 


them in the direction of peace, order, stability, 


and prosperity ? Are not these but examples of 
the great underlying forces by which nations 
are really governed, to which ordinary men are 
blind, but by means of which statesmen rule 
and are rulea?

New York, Oct. 15.—The Stock Exchange 
markets, at the opening, were very strong, and 
there was an advance in stocks which havea 
present as well as future value. Union Pacific 
advanced to 945g, Western Union Telegrapn to 
100, Lake Shore to 97%, Atlantic & Pacific Tel- 
egraph to 43, Northern Pacific to 30% and 57%, 
respectively; Kansas City & Northern to 
31 and 65%, respectively; Hannibal & 
St. Joseph to 80 and 57}4, respectively; 
and Rock Island to 142%. Cousidering 
how high prices generally are, it is strange Rock 
Island is no higher, its present price being be- 
low par of 7 percent investment. Last year the 
Company earned 1544 per cent, and divided 10 
percent. The ratio of gain, thus far this year, 
will make the earnings neariy 18 per cent. Be- 
fore nooa it became apparent the money market 
is to be made stringent, and the general stock 
market became weak, the decline thus far harv- 
ing@ exceeded the early advance. ‘The leadin 
stocks bave been Erie, Western Union, 4 
Shore, Union Facitic, Northwest, St. Pau! 
Northern Pacific, Wabash, Atiantic & Pacific 
Telegraph, and the coal sbares. 

Government bonds, votwithstanding the 
money market, are . higher. Railroad bonds 
irreguiar, but generally lower, in sympathy 
with the share speculation. The money mar- 
ket is subject to specuiotive manipulation, 
which it is threatened will be kept up until 
prices for stocks are broken. Good borrowers, 
however, have supplied their wants at 7 per 
cent. Holders of new-fangied stocks have 
already paid a commission in addttion to the 
legal rate of interest, and some of them have 
had great difficulty in getting money at all. on 
account of the indisposition of money lenders 
to accept such coliateral. Mobile & Ohio was 
quoted at 164 at the close, and Chesapeake & 
Ohio at 1336. 

The influence of the general public 
on the stock market, whenever confidence 
exists and a buying disposition per- 
vades the community, was never better illus- 
trated than to-day. Itis well known on the 
street thata powerful clique of wealthy bulls 
sold a biock of stocks afew dars ago with the 
expectation of getting them back again at à re- 


duction of 2 or 3 per cent. To their astonish- 
ment they found the market took all their 
stocks, and prices, instead of declining, bezan 
to advance. They have since been using ali the 
agencies known to speculators to tignten money 
and frighten holders of stocks into selling out, 
but apparently without avail. Whether they 
will succeed breaking the market, or con- 
clude to go in and buy. back their stocks at the 
advance, is the question of the moment.

Many dealers report being behind in 
Ning orders, which are pouring in faster than 
cars can be procured. The dock sales were fair 
yesterddt at recent prices. Drugs were in fair 
demand, quinine \and morphine being lower. 
The broom-corn, wool, and hide markets were 
quoted firm, and hay was steady. Seeds ad- 
vanced all round, with rather moderate trading. 
Potatoes were quiet, the warm weather keeping 
shippers ana winter buyers out of the market. 
Poultry was firmer when fresh, under an im- 
proved inquiry, which offset the larger supply. 

The additional strength in wheat was largeiy 
based upon the telegraphed intimation by the 
Mark Lane Prepress that another advance of 5s 
per quarter is among the probabilities. This, 
with stronger cables yesterday, caused a boom 
all around the horizon. St. Louis advanced 6c 
(quoted at $1.36 on winter), New York was 3@ 
Ze higher, and other points reported a corre- 
sponding advance; the intimation by telegraph 
that a clique bad been formed to further bull 
wheat adding to the fever heat. With all thie 
there was a good shipping demand, though 
several averred. vou can’t ship it.“ One ex- 
porter stated that he had offered to sell at $1.40 
in New York, insured, with freight-room at a 
discount, ‘making it actually about $1.35 as com- 
pared witli $1.40 and current freights with in- 
surance, but bis offer was not teken, though the 
market there was quoted at $1.40@1.45. One 
shipper said he was buying to fill a sale made 
the previous evening, and stated that shipments 
of No. 2 spring could be made without loss at 
the current quotations of yesterday. The No. 
8 was in very active demand by shippers, and 
futures were very active. 

The most enterprising thing, however, was in 
corn ;thitherto so sluggish, it waked up into new 
life. May deliveries advanced 34¢c; equal to as 
much per cent as 10c per bu would be in wheat, 
and buyers climbed for it at that. Pork and 
lard shared with corn the attentions of people 
who reflected that those articles bad not ad- 
vanced so mach as wheat, and therefore must 
be cheap and worthy of investment. The con- 
servatives who have held aloof for several days 
past, expecting at every moment to see a break, 
were fairly dazed at the contmuous display of 
strength all around them.

Taking the Census. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 
Curcaco, Oct. 15.— The fact that the tenth 


decennial census is to be taken by the United 
States ia 1830 makes it a proper subject for dis- 


cussion at the present time. 
It may well be presumed that Prof. Waiker 


will make every preliminary arrangement for 
the accurate coliection of census statistics so far 
as the United States Government is concerned; 


but it must be borne in mind that, by the Con- 
stitution and laws of Illinois, the United States 
census is made the basis for the construction of 
our own Legislative Districts; and, further, that 
the provisions of the city charter of Chicago 
make it obligatory upon the Common Council 
to divide the city into not more than eighteen 
wards, and also require that wese wards snail 
contain, as nearly as possibie, an equal number 
of the population. To enable the City Govern- 
ment to do this duty with accuracy and dis- 

ten, the census districts in the city should be 
imited to very small territory,-—say not ex- 
ceeding four blocks in extent. For this purpose 
Skeleton maps of the city should be made 
on a tolerabdiy large scale, upon which the 
census districts should be plainly marked in red 
lines, the names of the streets being blainlr 
marked on the maps, 80 as to make mistakes 
impossible. Such maps, with the pop@ilation of 
each district piainly entered upon the face of 
the maps, would enable the City Council to 
establish me new ward boundaries promptly, 
before the meeting of the General Assembly of 
the State in January, 1881, upon which the duty 
wili devolve of subdividing the State iato Con- 
gressional and Legisiative Districts. 

Cook County wiil alone be entitled to four 
members of Congress, and not less than nine 
Sepatoria! or Legislative Districts, two of whicn 
will de due to the towns outside of the city and 
seven to the city proper. If the city could be 
divided into twenty-oue wards of equal popula- 
tion, it would be a simpie matter to make each 
Senatorial District consist of three contiguous 
wards; but, with only eigateen wards, it will be 
necessary to subdivide nearly haif of the wards, 
when the small census districts will become al- 
most indispeusable to the Legislative Appor- 
tionmeat Committee. 

it is ver) desirable that each of these Legisla- 
tive Districts should be made up of a popula- 
uon as bomogeveous as possible, so as to avoid, 
as far as it can be done, either race or class con- 
flicts in the several districts. Parties would 
then divide Upon legitimate issues, and not 
become a prey to petty demagogs, who seek to 
ride into place and power by exciting the preju- 
dices of a race or class, which always results in 
evil, and only evil. if the United States Mar 
shal is not empowered to provide for such 
minute census districts, it will he entirely 
competent for the City Government to provide 
the skeleton maps und deliver enough of them 
to the Marshal ior his use, when he could, with- 
out any addidonal labor, have the enumeration 
of the people taken with reference to such dis- 
tricts. 

While upon the subject of census-taking; I 
note that ne method beretofore used to dever- 
mine the centre of population of the Uufted 
States has been to assume that the territors of 
the entire country is an immense plain, devéid 
of gravity, placed upon a pivot, and so adjusted 
that the total population would baiance toe 
plain upon ihe pivot. This makes a small town 
in Florida cougterbalance the city ot Cleye- 
land, anda mere viliage in Maine more than 
offset the great city of Cincinnati. 1 think a 
better plan would be to record § the 
population in minute districts in a 
belt of coutry ‘suflicientiv wide 
to include a meridian which would divide the 
population equally east and west of such 
meridian, and in a similar manner take the 
population in a belt wide enough to embrace a 
parallel which would divide the people equally 
North and South. The intersection of such 
meridian and parallel would give the true centre 
of population, where every community would 
couut at its true value. 

i cotice in Gen. Von Steinwher’s chart of our 
river systems, embraced in Walker's Census 
Chart for the Ninth Census, that ne has made 
the Calumet to flow into the Desplaines instead 
of Lake Michigan, thus bringing the divide al- 
most to the south sbore of the lake, whereas 
it is south of the head waters of Ihorn Creek, 
or about half way between Chicago and 
Kankakee, and trending north until it touches 
the east bank of the Despiaines at Summit.

ROCKS AHEAD. 


Heavy Importations of Gold—Dangers 
Which Attend a Revival of Prosperity. 
New York Herald, Oct. 13. 

Recent statements made dy Mr. Burchard, 
Director of the Mint, enable us to measure, with 
a tolerable approach to accuracy, the large vol- 
ume of the precious metals which is flowing into 
the United States from foreign countries. With- 
in the last three mouths our importations of 
coin and bullion have amounted to $34,312,745, 
and there are nt present more than $5,500,000 on 
the way, making an aggregate of about $40,000, - 
000 for the three months. This is at the rate of 
$160,000,000 per annum, or more than three 
times our average exportation of gold since 
the full exploitations ot the California 
mines. This wonderful reversal of the 
current, this turning back of the outflowing 
tide of gold and substituting for it an inflowing 
tide of more than three times the amount, is so 
contrary to the usual and natural course of 
j, things that it challenges the thougattul atteu- 
tion of the financial world. As this couutry is 
the largest producer ot the precious metals, they 
shouid be, in any ordinary condiuon of trade, a 
heavy article of export, and not of import. ‘ihe 
present great influx of goid must, in the nature 
of things, be temporary; but the Director of 
the Mint thinks it may continue for at least six 
or seven months. Its tendency, while it lasis, 
is toward an enormous expansion of our circu- 
lating medium and a general enhancement of 
prices. In other words, it tends to introduce a 
pew era of speculation. 

A vast and sudden influx of money is not 
necessarily a benefit, as Germany experienced 
to its cost in the six or seven years which tol- 
lowed the stupendous French indemnity. 
Among the most instructive phenomena in the 
fiuancial history of the world are the wonderful 
recovery Of French prosperity during those six 
or seven years, and the severe business pros- 
tration which ensued in Germany. A suddea 
and evormous increase of the circulating me- 
dium of a country is not necessarily a oless ng. 

We are not blind to the advantages of this 
grea; flow of the precious metals into the 
United States. We share, to some extent, in 
the feeling of exultation which it seems to be 
exciting in the business classes. It insures the 
success of our great experiment of the resump- 
tion of specie-payments, and in this view it is a 
proper subject of congratulation. If it had so 
happeved mat during the first year of resump- 
tion the flow of gold had been in the opposit 
direction it would have been difficult if not 
impossible to maintain the experfment. Fortu- 
nately we are relieved from ali aoxiety on this 
great and vital point. We never at auy period 
of our history had so much gold in brovortion 
to our population as the country possesses to- 
day, and the volume is certain to go on increas- 

for many months to come. 

ut there lurks a danger even in this brilliant 
success. It is the tendency of a redundance of 
money to foster a spirit of speculation. As the 
circulatiug medium expands prices inevitably 
rise, and, in what is calied a rising market, all 
who are in baste to be rich are tempted to buy 
not only to the extent of their means, but to 
the utmost stretch of their credit, in the hope of 
great profits from the expected rise of prices. 
An expansion of real money has this effect as 
weil as av expansion of paper currency. We 
are, therefore, in imminent danger of a new era 
of wild and crazy speculation. 

Wise legisiation by Congress might avert this 
threatened evil and convert the danger into 
a triumph. Never was a nation so iavored by 
opportunity as our nation is at prese it, if it 
will but seize the occasion for retiring the green- 
backs and substituting gold iu their place. Be- 
fore Congress meets there will be gold enouga 
in the country to make it easy for all the Na- 
tiona | banks to replace their greenback reserves 
with specie reserves and to fill tue vacuum in 
the general circulation which would be caused 
by the full and final retirement of the legal- 
tender notes. ‘rhe bugbear of contraction 
wahicea bas been so persisteatiy held up against 
this change has no longer any terrors, and the 
withdrawal aud cancellation of tae greenbacks 
would forestall the threatened evil of an euor- 
mous expansion of the circulating medium and 
a new cycle of wild and mischie vous speculation.

Why Navan Rejoices and Qutlying Coun- 
ties Send Their Delegates to Welcome

‘When I set out upon these travels,“ says a 
special comm issioaer of the /’rceman’s Journal, 
who has been canvassing Ireland, I had some 
half-formed suspicion that, baa as the Irish 
land system was in theory and history, it had, 
in one way or another, between Mr. Gladstone 
and public opinion, got patched into tolerably 
smooth working order; that bad landlords were

all weak tyraunies, it is precisely where the peo- 
ple have been most passive that the oppression

TERRIFIC PRAIRIE-FIRES. 


Devastation in Faribault, Jackson, and Pipe- 
stone Counties, Minnesota, 
JACKSON COUNTY. 
Jackson County (Minn.) Republic. 

The most disastrous prairie-tires that ever 
occurred in this cofinty have been raging in dif- 
ferent parts of the county during the past two 
weeks. 

On Sunday and Tuesday the people of Peters- 
burg were out in force, and only by superhuman 
efforts were they able to save their houses and 
homes. Mr. E. T. Mather lost seventeen ‘ous 
of hay, and the fire ran through Mr. Russell’s 


young timber. 

In Wisconsin Township Herman Miller and 
Jobn Gerlach lost tweaty-six tons of hay. 

In Sioux Valley the loss was large and comes 
with crushing effect on several parties. A flock 
of sheep owned by Frank Benoit and others 
were in a yard, when the flames came down in 
such fury that they could not be stopped by hu- 
man means, and the entire flock of ninety-four 
were burned! His ‘hay, grain, and stables were 
also destroyed. Jared Palmer lost all his hay 
and three acres of a young grove. 

In the same town Charlies H. Greer lost all 
save his home. 

In Hunter Township, Fred Bedient lost all 
but bis house.

Mr. George Boiler, of Sheiby, set his straw- 
stack on fire, wuen, getting beyond his control, 
it made quick speed for Mr. Creed’s premises, 
just nortu of the straw-stack, where the fire 
soon devoured his hay in stack, all his grain 
and granary, to the value of 8800. 

Mr. Green, of Vernon, while fighting the de- 
vouring element, bad his bands badly burned, 
and, bis clothing taking fire, his body from the 
shoulder to the hips was severely burned before 
being relieved of bis clothing, bat he saved his 
property.
